About Displayed Goods. 


There 13 an old English law, I am told, 


whereby a "shopkeeper" can be com- 
pelled to take from his show window 
and sell at the price marked any article 
a customer points out. 
Several com- 


paratively recant arrivals in this coun- 
try have cited this to me. and kicked 
with both feet because of refusals to 
spoil a show window display by taking 
a pair of shoes of a brand and si^o of 
which there are hundreds in stock. As 
far as I can learn the enactment was in- 
tended to prevent the manufacture of 
samples for-windows and the palming 
off on persons attracted thereby ot 


something equally sis good." 
However truo it may be that the old 


English common law regards tho price 
on an article in a window as a contract 
between the store owner and any passer- 
by who tenders the money, thero is no 
such ordinance or law here. Often peo- 
ple insist on having something from the 
window, and decline to accept its exact 
duplicate. In that case, if the article is 
an expensive one, we strain the point 
and get it down; but if it is something 
low priced wo give tho customer the al- 
ternative of taking a duplicate 
or 


nothing.—Interview in St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


Professor Lane's Famous Ability. 


Among men of letters the most promi- 


nent ambidexter is probably Profefcsor 
George Martin Lane, pope professor of 
Latin in Harvard. It is his habit to 
stand facing the middle of the black- 
board. He begins to write a sentence 
with his left hand, and rnns along until 
he reacl"_ n point in line -with his face. 
Then ho b alts the chalk from his left 
hand to his right, and continues wilting 
until he reaches the end of the black- 
board. When calling the roll the stu- 
dents know by the motion of the pro- 
fessor's hands just the mark he intends 
to make. 


He writes with his right hand until he 


conies to a scholar who answers ' 'not 
prepared." The pen is instantly changed 
from the right to the left hand. Every- 
body knows that means a goose egg. 
Professor Lane is noted for being one of 
the finest Greek and Latin scholars in 
America. His most famous contribution 
to contemporaneous literature, however, 
is a little out of this line.

Now Blugneto Telephone. 


A new magneto telephone gives prom- 


ise or being largely used in England. 
Tho invention consdbts of an arwinge- 
ment for combining a telephone for do- 
mestic pwposes with a crank bell pull, 
fetich ixd i.s ordinarily mot with in houses; 
and the special merit in it lies in the fact 
that it muy be fitted without disturbing 
any of tho existing arrangements or re- 
quiring a skilled workman to be sent to 
fix it. Indeed, any man of ordinary in- 
telligence may fit it for himself without 
trouble. A similar telephone beincr fitted, 
say in the kitchen, a bell is used in the 
usual way to call the servant's attention, 
and upon her taking up the telephone 
the order is transmitted without render- 
ing it necessary i'or her to enter the 
room. The telephones being magneto 
instruments no battery is required at all, 
and the possibility of future trouble and 
cost of maintenance is avoided.—New 
York Commercial Advertiser. 


Self Locking Envelopes. 


Doctors have inveighed against the 


dangerous gum. which is used on some 
envelopes, and mishaps have been fre- 
quent as the lesult of damping the gum 
on envelopes with tho tongue. All pos- 
sibility of buch accidents is removed by 
the automatic lock envelopes whichhave 
been patented. On the flap of the en- 
velope are two projecting flanges, and 
all that is necessary to do to close tho 
envelope ia to fold these flanges by ready 
stamped lines, und insert the flap thus 
narrowed in a blob provided, whereupon 
the folded flanges automatically lock 
themselves in the slot, and tho envelope 
cannot bo opened without tearing it 
The operation bounds much more com- 
plicated than it roally is in practice, for 
one of these new envelopes can be closed 
as readily us tho bettor known gummed 
envelopes.—New York Telegram 


Another New Gas Lump. 


A new type ot gas lamp that has been 


introduced abroad consists primarily of 
an organd burner inclosed in a globe, 
with the air for supporting combustion 
admitted both above and below the 
flame. The lower supply of air passes 
through the center of the burner, Nvh 
the upper supply enters from above the 
burner into tho globe, which incloses 
besides the burner a metallic deflector 
upon which the flame impinges and is 
conducted to a porcelain bell mouthed 
exit above. Tho supply of air entering 
from above is thus highly heated in its 
passage. The result of the well balanced 
proportions of g,is and air admitted to 
the globe, which practically becomes the 
combustion chamber, results in a brill- 
iant bulb shaped light of high illumi 
uating pos\er.—New York Telegram.

THE BOODX.KRS ALARMED. 


The Supreme Court of California de- 


clined to pass upon any agreed case re- 
viewing the action of Judge Wallace of 
San Francisco in impanneling the Grand 
Jury, and covering the points passed 
upon by Judge Murphy, in dismissing 
Richard Chute, held for contempt for 
refusing to obey a subpoena issued by 
the Grand Jury. Justice Beatty of the 
Supreme Court said he understood thnre 
were questions involved in which the 
public might be interested, but the 
person under iodictmedt might apply to 
the Supreme Court for a writ of pro hi 
bition. The Court decided that the case 
brought before it presented no points in 
controversy that it could take up and the 
writ was dismissed. This course was 
construed by the Attorney General as 
virtually establishing the legality of the 
Grand Jury. 


As the Grand Jury has proceeded 


with business and is sustained by public 
opinion the corruptionists are alarmed 
and it is probable that the population pf 
San Francisco will be considerably de- 
creased while the jury remains in session 
A witness who has nothing to concea 
has nothing to fear from a grand jury 
If Chute had not been implicated in 
political knavery ho would not have 
questioned the legality of the Grant 
Jury, and if Judge Murphy was disposec 
to purify politics in San Francisco am 
expose the methods of the bosses in run 
ning the City Government and State 
Legislature, ho would not release Chute 
from merited punishment for refusing to 
obey the order of Judge Wallace's Court 


nd munitions of war for tiio Insurgents 
r Congressionalists. 
Since then the 


ortunea of war have placed the govern- 
ment of Chili in the hands of those In- 
urgents, whose leaders' are recognized 
iot only by the United States, but by all 
oreign nations, as the legitimate govern 
ng power of the country. This change 
n the Government of Chili makes the 
tata a Government instead of n rebel 
•essel, and gives rise to international 
questions which have never been very 
clearly defined.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 


The Suez Canal between the Mediter 


ran can and Red Seas, built by Ferdinam 
de Laasops, but controlled by Grea 
Britain, hns been considered ofincalcu 
lable importance to England, not only 
in a commercial way, but in enabling i 
to send troops anil munitions of war ti 
India and its othe'- Asiitic possession 
in times of war in one-fourth the tim< 
required to reach those countries by wa; 
of the Cape of Good Hope, Now Lon 
Charley Beresford, who has spent soin 
time ia careful inspection of the canal 
has caused n marked sensation by report 
ing that in time of war the canal coulc 
easily bo rendered useless, and a danger 
ous element if reckoned as one of Eug 
land's resources. 
He shows that at on 


point on the canal, where the bauks are 
rocky, a small quantity of dynamite 
would blow a mass of rocks into the 
channel and make it impassible. This 
he says, might be done at a cntica 
moment, and in sueh a wuy tint Britisl 
troop ships would find themselves caugh 
and unable to get out at either end 
For this reason he holds that the Cape 
route to ludia must be regarded as tho 
real line of communication in the event 
of an European war. 


THE I TAT A GONE. 


The Chilean steamer Itata has again 


sailed from San Diego for Valparaiso 
The first time she was loaded with arms 
and was followed by the United States 
man-of-war 
Charleston, 
captured 
at 


Santiago, and brought 
back to San 


Diego, where she was anchored since the 
morning of the fourth of July until she 
sailed last Sunday. The chase of the 
vessel cost the United States more than 
she was worth, and she is now released 
on bunds, pending the decision of the 
courts in her case.

Morniou Conference Resolutions. 


SpeoUl to the Journal. 


SALT LAKE, October G.—At to-day'a ses- 


sion of tbe Mormon Conference, a lengthy 
Bet of resolutions was adopted relative to 
the statement made by a majority of the 
Utah Commission in their recent report to 
the Secretary of the Interior. 
The resolu 


lions set forth that tbe commission made 
many untruthful statements concerning 
the Ohnreh of Jesus Christ of the Latter 
Day Saint* and the attitude of its mem- 
bers in relation to political affairs, (to. 
A 


general conference in these resolutions 
deny moat emphatically the assertion of 
the commission that the Church dominates 
its members in political matters and that 
the Church and State are united, what 
ever appearance there may have been in 
the past of (be union of the Church and 
State, the cause was, say the resolutions, 
that those holding eoolesiastioal authority 
were elected to civil office by popular vote. 
There is now no foundation for the state' 
tnent that the Church and State are united 
ia Utah, or that the Itaders of the Charch 
dictate to tbe uiamhers in political mat 
tera. 


Tbe resolutions further declared that the 


members of tbe conference do not believe 
that there baa been any polygamous mar- 
riages solemnized among tbe Latter Day 
Saints daring the period named by the 
commission and denounce the statements 
which convey an Ideu that such marriages 
bave been contracted, as false and mislead 
ing. 
That tbe manifesto of President 


Woodruff forbidding future plural mar 
riages was adopted at the last October eon 
ference in ell sincerity and good faith anc 
that we have every reason to be)i«v»it baa 
been earned out in letter and spirit. 


The conference appeals to the press an< 


people of the country to accept its nnitec 
declaration and protest, to sive it publioit; 
and aid in disseminating tbe train, tha 
the falsehood may be refuted and justice 
done to a people maligned and almost uni 
versally misunderstood.
